The Account called for by the above Order, I am directed to acquaint you, cannot be 
furnished, inasmuch as on separation was made in the general Accounts of this Office, 
by which the actual amount arising on Letters conveyed between Howth and Dublin, 
and Dunmore and Waterford, could be ascertained, the same being incorporated in the 
general Postage Accounts between this Country and Great Britain.
